The  greatest  achievement  of  the  team  to  date  was  their  winning  of  the  two-mile  relay  at 
the  Midwest  Relay  Carnival  which  was  held  at  Madison.

Officers — President,  Jeanette  Kendall ;  Vice-President,  Pearl  Swanton ;  Secre¬ 
tary,  Jane  Wenban;  Treasurer,  Margaret  Eisenstaedt. 

Aim — The  aim  of  the  club  is  to  promote  sportsmanship  and  give  the  girls  a 
greater  interest  in  athletics. 

Activities  and  Funds — Funds  for  the  club  come  from  several  different  sources. 
Each  new  member  is  charged  an  initiation  fee  of  twenty-five  cents.  Besides  this 
there  are  no  other  dues  or  financial  obligations.  During  the  football  season,  D.  G.  A. 
sold  hot  dogs,  pop  and  candy.  Apples  and  candy  bars  were  sold  at  the  basketball 
games  during  the  winter.  For  the  last  two  years  the  club  has  sold  school  stationery, 
banners,  and  pillows,  and  this  year  added  Deerfield’s  stickers. 

The  club  sponsors  the  Hockey  banquet  in  the  fall  and  gives  at  least  one  large 
party  a  year.  This  fall  a  treasure  hunt  was  the  feature.  The  treasure  was  hidden 
in  the  fireplace  in  the  English  Club  Room.  It  was  very  funny  to  see  the  girls  looking- 
right  at  the  treasure  and  not  dreaming  that  the  old  brown  paper  could  possibly  hold 
such  loot. 

Awards — The  D.  G.  A.,  in  co-operation  with  the  athletic  department,  gives 
four  awards  for  points  won  by  training,  supervised  and  unsupervised  play,  various 
stunts  and  outside  activities.  The  first  award  is  a  felt  D.  G.  A.  emblem,  the  second 
a  silver  bar  pin  on  which  is  the  D.  G.  A.  insignia,  the  third  a  felt  emblem  from  the 
Illinois  State  League,  and  the  fourth  the  same  emblem  with  a  circle  surrounding  it. 
To  each  girl  who  has  played  on  three  or  more  class  teams  her  class  numerals  are 
awarded,  and  for  each  time  after  the  first  a  bar  is  added. 

Council— The  D.  G.  A.  council  is  composed  of  the  officers,  the  hockey,  basket¬ 
ball,  baseball,  swimming,  and  volleyball  managers,  and  two  members  from  each  of 
the  classes.  The  council  plans  the  D.  G.  A.  activities,  helps  select  class  teams,  and, 
in  general,  forms  a  nucleus  for  the  club. 

Eligibility  Rules — From  new  students  100  points  and  three  weeks  of  training 
are  required.  For  students  in  school  over  one  semester,  the  requirement  is  raised 
to  six  weeks  training  and  100  points. 

Maintenance  of  Membership — Each  girl  must  win  at  least  60  points  a  year  to 
remain  a  member  of  D.  G.  A. 

The  membership  list  has  grown  greatly  in  the  last  year  and  the  D.  G.  A.  con¬ 
sequently  is  one  of  Deerfield’s  largest  organizations.
